Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a computer image file containing a colour photographic image. 

The photograph depicts a woman sitting on the ground, naked from the waist down with 
her legs apart and genitals displayed to the camera. She is looking at the camera and 
smiling happily. 

Considerations under s3of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
have been weighed against the right to freedom of expression as set out in si4 of the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. The manner in which the publication deals with 
matters of sex renders the availability of the publication likely to be injurious to the public 
good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. This restriction is reasonable, justified 
and in accordance with the law. 
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
